Dinosaur Expedition Amazed 
A t Unearthing

been found north of the Laramie 
region, 
which is some 
200 miles

are unearthing may represent new 


The skeletons lie in a shallow bed 
on tht* top of a low fiat blue-white 
hill and are spread over an 
area, 
according to present calculations, 
some 75 feet long and 60 feet wide. 
Credit for this discovery, which 
may add several important bricks
